Ha Started In to Build • Church ud 


Sane B«d Men Thought to Drlv« the 
Han of God Away— Ha Came Back, 
However, and Pat Up HI* Church. 
Orange, Tex., In 1870 Waa one of the 


toughest places in the state, though it hi 
today, due to the refining Influences of 
railroads, a well behaved town. It is situ- 
ated on the extreme eastern border of the 
Lone'Star State, on the one side, and'on 
the western border of Louisiana on the 
other, with the Sablna river as ft dividing 
Una It was then, as it is pretty much 
DOW, .essentially a lumber center. The 
timber obtained from the great and'seetn- 
ingly inexhaustible fields to the north trad 
floated down to Orange, where the several 
mills in the vicinity converted it into lum- 
ber. 
These mills gave employment to 


scores of men, a reckless and daring set, 
whose sanguinary deeds obtained for the 
town anything but enviable notoriety. 


Mr. Charles A. Burton, a self made man 


in the truest sense of the word, was super- 
intendent of the railroad system which 
traversed Orange. He was determined to 
put down this lawlessness, an<L strange as 
it may seem, he turned to a minister of the 
Gospel to do it. Mr. Burton was a Ver- 
monter and a devout Catholic, and he 
called to his assistance a French -Catholic 
priest who waa stationed at Denison, Tex. 


This French priest In the border town of 


Denison in tbe north of Texas, was re- 
spected, if not esteemed, by the tough ele- 
ment, not only because>he tvas sincere in 
everything.that he undertook, but because 
he was known to^oaitiv^ly bjabbk no foolish- 
ness. He was daring and tearless, was a 
dead shot and would, when tihe exigency 
required it, have no hesitancy in handling 
either a revolver or a Winchester. 
He 


was known everywhere In the north of 
Texas as "the fighting priest." 


THE PRIEST HELD UP. 


Mr. Burtoo explained to the Denlsou 


priest that| there was not a religious edi-, 
flee in Orange, and that the town was prac- 
tically under tbe control of a class who 
had no regard for either God or man. He 
Informed the priest that there was a nu- 
cleus of good people there, however, who 
could, under proper guidance and with 
time, briug the refractory element under 
subjection, and frankly told the plucky fa- 
ther that he wanted him to go there and 
undertake tbe good work. The task was a 
hard one, but the French priest consented 
to give it a trial. He proceeded to Orange, 


3 canvassed the town and publicly announced 


that he had come to Orange to solicit sub* 
scriptions to build a Catholic church. The 
tough element thought the man was crazy, 
but as he did not molest them they allowed 
him to give play to his whim. 
; 


It <iid not take very long to go through 


the town, where he received considerable 
encouragement, and having completed his 
labors he got ready to return to Houston 
to make bin report to Superintendent Bur- 
ton. His path lay across a wide field 
which intervened between the town and 
the depot, which was on the edge of Orange. 


The priest was about ^midway over his 


route when he was stopped by a couple of 
armed men, who inquired of him whether 
he was the priest who had been canvassing 
subscriptions to a Catholic church. Tbe 
priest answered that he was. The men re- 
plied that they had grave doubts of his be- 
ing what he professed to be, and to that 
end ordered him to arise in the stirrups 
and recite the "Lord's Prayer." 


•'Tliis is uot a suitable place nor proper 


time to pray," rejoined tnp priest. 


"Pijay," commanded the men with up- 


lifted revblvers. 


Nothing daunted the Catholic priest

jected to, was off for the town hi a gallop.
